DOUGLAS (Ariz) May 9. 


Tuesday on the Slaughter Land and 
Cattle Company's ranch, an Ameri- 
can-owned property 150 miles south 
of here in the State of Sonora, and 
the capture and ransom of the wife 
of the ranch . Bob Slaugh- 
ter, Jr., was disclosed today with the 
arrival here of the Slaughters from 
the Mexican interior. 

Mrs. Slaughter was held captive 


for several hours by the marauding 
band of Indians until her husband 
could arrange for the payment of «a 
ransom of fifteen horses to the Yaqui 
chief and fifty suite of blue denim 


clot for the warriors. The In- 
dians a demanded 6500 in gold but 
withdrew this part of the demand 


when Slaughter told them he did 
not have the cash at the ranch. 

The Indians, who numbered thirty- 
two, took everything of value on the 
ranch, killing chickens, pigs and live 
stock. Slaughter believes that Guo- 
dulpe Miranda, a Mexican maid who 
was washing near the ranch, was slain 
by the Indians to prevent her giv- 
ing warning of their approach. 

Pearing further trouble with the 
Yaquis Mr. and Mrs. Slaughter stole 
away from the ranch early Wednes- 
day morning. 

“The Yaqui chief told me,” said 
Slaughter, “that the Indians were 
through protecting Americans. He 
eaid they were tired of Americans 
taking their land.” 

The ranch, establishéd thirteen 
has been attacked four 
times in the last ten eyears. ‘ The 
Slaughters, in eddition to large hold- 
ings in Northern Mexico, have ranch
